In  answer  to  the  fear  that  a  third  party  in  Congress 
could  bring  operations  to  a  halt,   Mr.  Schottenstein  point- 
ed out  that  the  present  division  in  Congress  is  not  primarily 
between  Democrats  and  Republicans,   but  between  conserva- 
tives and  liberals,  who  cross  party  lines  to  form  power 
coalitions.    The  New  Party  congressmen  would  simply 
join  those  groups  which  most  nearly  represented  their 
thinking  on  the  issues  involved.    (The  most  obvious  ex- 
ample of  this  cross-party  support  is  in  the  case  of  hawks 
and  doves,  each  found  in  both  parties.) 

Mr     Downs'  goal  is  to  remodel  the  Democratic  Party 
from  within.     Mr.  Schottenstein  says,  "Don't  think  you  can 
sit  around  and  wait  for  20  years  [while  the  Democratic  Party 
is  being  remade].    The  Kerner  Report  says  we  must  meet  our 
problems  within  the  next  decade." 

It  seems  to  this  writer,   having  talked  to  both  Mr.   Downs 
and  Mr    Schottenstein,  that  their  goals  for  social  reform  are 
substantially  the  same,   but  their  judgment  about  the  best  way 
to  initiate  and  execute  the  reforms  differs  significantly      And 
that's  as  it  should  be,  for  the  American  way  (at  its  best)  ,s  to  accept 

and  integrate  differences.     Let's  hope  that  the  compromises  are  effective  and  rapid       If  the

ing to  Mr.  Wafik  Raouf,   Egyptian  instructor  of  English  at  Indiana  University. 

One  misconception  is  that  the  fighting  is  between  the  Arabs  and  Jews.    "The 
quarrel,"  Mr.  Raouf  said  in  an  interview,  "is  neither  racial  nor  religious.    An  Arab 
by  definition  is  Moslem,  Christian,  or  Jew.    Arab  Jews  lived  peacefully  with  the 
rest  of  the  Arabs  while  European  Jews  were  being  persecuted,  and  it  is  sad  irony 
that  peoole  who  suffered  under  the  Nazis  and  who  know  the  agony  of  persecution 
turn  themselves  into  persecutors  and  even  defend  the  fact." 

Mr.   Raouf  explained  that  the  trouble  involves  the  displacement  of  Palestinian 
people  and  the  shift  of  their  land  to  new  owners,    European  immigrants.    Although 
Israeli  information  officer  Yitzhak  Leore  recently  told  the  students  of  this  campus 
that  there  had  been  no  displacement  by  the  Zionists,   Mr.   Raouf  charged  that  "by 
all  historical  accounts  Palestine  was  not  an  empty,   unowned,   uncultivated  piece 
of  desert  when  the  immigrants  came.    Arab  refugees  didn't  leave  by  choice.    They 
were  forced  by  violence  and  threats  to  flee,  and  Israel  never  took  them  back." 
Also  challenging  the  Israeli's  claim  that  Israel  is  peaceful  and  wants  nojand 
gain    Mr.  Raouf  referred  to  two  articles  in  Ramparts  on  the  "  Lavon  Affair." 
This 'incident  involved  the  destruction  of  peace  talk!  between  the  Israeli   Prime  Mm 
ister  Moshe  Sharett  and  the  Egyptians.    A  sabotage  team  from  the  Israel.  Army  was 
sent  to  blow  up  the  United  States  Information  Center  in  Lairo,   Egypt.     Fortunately 
they  failed  and  were  arrested.  .    .  . 

Furthermore,  Mr.  Kaouf  pointed  out  that  "Apart  from  the  original  Zionist  usur- 
pation, it  is  a  historical  fact  that  Israel  conspired  with  Britain  and  France  in  1956 
to  invade  Egypt,  an  adventure  that  brought  the  world  to  the  brink  of  a  third  War. 
The  United  States  pressured  the  three  agressors  to  evacuate  the  occupied  territory. 
According  to  historical  accounts  by  impartial  observers,  including  Jewish  writers, 
Israel's  v/ar  profit  was  to  be  the  annexation  of  Sinai." 

Another  argument  which  is  fed  to  the  public  is  the  theory  that  the  Arabs  are 
Communists  or  that  they  are  going  Communist
